Steps taken by the Federal R e­ 
serve System to 
curb 
inflation 
wore described by Oscar F. L it­ 
terer, business econom ist of 
tile 
F ederal R eserve B ank of M in n ea­ 
polis, in a talk at a joint m eeting 
of the R otary and Kr.vanis clubs 
at the Delta hotel M onday noon. 
William W arm ington, Escanaba, 
past president of 
the 
M ichigan 
B ankers 
association, 
introduced 
th e speaker. 
“With the beginning of th e w a r 
in Korea, th e possibility cf a busi­ 
ness depression disappeared from 
tho horizon,” L itterer said. “It im ­ 
m ediately becam e evident th a t it 
would be necessary to apply some 
controls to avoid an o th er serious 
inflation of the erica level. 
“ The w ar in K orea resulted in 
a burst of consum er buying. 
In 
this district th e d ep a rtm en t store 
sales in J u ly exceeded by 26 p er 
cent the dollar volum e in 1949. In 
one week, sales in D uluth, M in- 
ncopolis, St. P aul 
and 
S uperior 
were 42 per cent higher than in 
the corresnonding 
w eek 
of 
last 
year. In the surge of consum er 
buying, consum ers redeem ed gov­ 
ernm ent securities, w ith d rew tim e 


deposits, and sold shares in sav­

for 
dow n p aym ents on large consum ­ 
er item s an d in stallm en t credit 
was secured for the b alance.” 
Dollar D epreciated 
L itterer pointed out th at offi­ 
cials of the F ederal R eserve S ys­ 
tem then urged a tightening up on 
credit.

Surgery within the hum an heart 
; —an operation so delicate th at it 
challenges the highest medical skill 
—has been successfully performed 
by a member of the Wayne Univer­ 
sity College of Medicine faculty, 
using a tiny knife attached to his 
forefinger. 
Two patients, suffering from a 
condition in which a valve between 
chambers of the heart tightened 
and obstructed passage of blood, 
underwent the operation and arc 
reported “much improved.” 
The operations, among the first 
were m ade in the valve to allow the 
performed 
in 
Detroit’s 
Receiving 
Hospital, principal clinical training 
center for Wayne medical students. 
The 
disorder, which 
obstructed 
the flow of blood from one chamber 
of the heart to 
the other, had 
caused th e patients to be bedrid­ 
den for m any months. 
The doctor, in preparation for the 
operation, made ail incision in the 
chest, “spread” the patient’s ribs 
without injury to tile ribs them ­ 
selves, and exposed the heart by 


cutting through the tough sack, or 
pericardium, in which the heart is 
enclosed, 
A slit was made in the heart wall, 
over one of the two chambers af­ 
fected by the faulty valve connec­ 
tion. 
The gloved forefinger alone 
was then put through the silt into 
tile chamber, and the doctor probed 
for the affected valve. 
When it was located, the knife 
was slipped into position on the 
doctor's hand, with the blade ex- 
i tending beyond the end of his fore­ 
finger. 
Back into the heart cham ­ 
ber went tile linger, with the knife 
this time attached. Two incisions 
i were made in the valve to allow 
the blood flow to resume. 
In each operation, the surgeon 
estimated th a t his finger and the 
knife were inside the heart live or 
IO minutes. 
The complete opera­ 
tion took almost two hours. 
Since the operation the patients 
are no longer bedridden. Shortness 
of breath, which was one of the 
symptoms of the heart malady, has 
been greatly reduced.

By Railroad Convention 


(By The Associated Press) 
NORFOLK, Va.— It 
was 
time 
somebody did 
something 
about 
lime, and GT years ago the rail­ 
roads did it.. 
In early 1883 
every town and 
city in the country kept its own 
time by the sun. There 
w cis HO 
relation of one time zone to an­ 
other. At one period, it was esti­ 
mated that there were more than 
.'OO sun-time localities. 
It was noon in Atlanta 
when 
the sun 
crossed 
the 
meridian 
there—butT t had been high noon 
in Jacksonville 13 minutes before 
and it. wouldn’t be noon in Bir­ 
mingham until nine minutes later. 
Schedules Confused 
Time travels rapidly — more 
than 1,000 miles 
an hour. 
But 
there is a ditierence of GT seconds 
between the eastern and western 
extremities of Chicago, and even 
a second or so between the ends 
of the Brooklyn bridge. 
The confusion 
was 
absolute 
chaos to railroad men. So much 
depended on fixing the time ac­ 
curately. Going around a moun­ 
tain curve two minutes too soon 
might be altogether too late. 
The railroads 
first 
sought 
to 
overcome this confusion by 
the 
use of master time clocks to cor­ 
relate the movement of all trains 
in any specified area. If the mas­ 
ter clock happened 
to be

minutes slower than its local sun 
time, all trains of the

The further west the rails ran,

Standard Accepted 
In one minute’s time, in vir­

In relatively short time lo­ 
calities adopted it and it became 
the accepted way of fixing time.
